LESS COSTLY PRODUCTION 


i 
Perhaps the mosr serious difficulty in 


ihe existing industrial system is the 
lack of regular operation in many form? 
of production. 
It may not be possible 


to prevent 
occasional business depres- 


sions. 
But periods of idleness and part 


operation are too much of a regular thing 
•\virh many concerns and industries. Any 
1iusine«s running on such a basis is pro- 
ducing at a higher expense than would be 
necessary if it cotild stabilize its opera- 
tions. 


Periods of unemployment create la- 


"bor unrest. 
Tf -\vage earners find that 


they must lie idle some weeks or months 
each year, they demand rates of pay suf- 
ficient to support them when they have no 
work. 
This adds to the price of their 


products and services. 


Irregular operation of the industries 


is partly due to unavoidable weather and 
seasonal conditions. Yet is is exaggerat- 
ed by the habits of the people. The ten- 
dency of the public to do things all at 
one time and buy from hand to mouth 
tends to make "business ran by fits and 
starts. 


Much more coal, for instance, could 


just as well be bought in the spring, 
which would help make production costs 
lower. 
The building industry could be 


made more efficient in many sections, if 
more people would have repair and im- 
provement work done in the winter, 
which would be perfectly practical on 
many jobs. 


The tendency of the public to insist on 


•ihe latest styles of clothing has some ten- 
dency to make production irregular. 
Tt 


imist lead merchants to delay purchases, 
as if they buy too long ahead, their goods 
may go out of style. 


More regular purchases on th" part of 


the public can be promoted by offering 
s-pecial prices 1o those who buy out of 
season. 
Retail stores do a lot to promote 


that tendency by advertising 1 bargain 
sales at off seasons. 
If -ways could be 


found to make tin- ^trr>am of trade run 
more rc'gularly. ihe American industrial 
machine could work more efficiently and 
deliver its products for lower costs. 


GUN CARRYING 


The revolver is the badge of the Amer- 


ican, in the opinion of City Magistrate 
MeAdoo of Xew York, who forsces the 
day when the ''bride Avill go to the altar 
with a gun strapped to her side." if 
.something is not promptly done to rigor- 
ously curb the use of firearms. The en- 
tire country, the magistrate continues, is 
getting into an ".unenviable situation." 
and he sounds a warning against "'chival- 
rous jurors'' who fall for a tale of love. 


Mr. MeAdoo is not distorting the facts 


when he says that we are a gun-carrying 
nation. The sale and distribution of fire- 
arms in America, police repeatedly have 
asserted during their efforts to alter the 
present gnu laws, is greater than, in any 
other country. Murders aw daily oc-eur- 
ences. and hold-ups, with the death 
threat, no longer are news headliners. In 
declaring that we face an "'unenviable 
situation." Mr. McAdoo knows whereof 
he speaks, and he bases his assertion 
upon a close observation of one of this 
country's major evils. It is time, high 
time, to put a stop to gun-toting. 


ENGLISH VIEW OF WORLD 


COMMERCE 


British statesmen seem to have come to 


the viewpoint relative to trade increase 
and expansion which most American le- 
gislators and business men have not yet 
found. 
Sir Philip Lloyd-Graeme stated 


that it TYould not be sufficient, in order 
to assure permanent maximum employ- 
ment, to restore the old markets: it is nec- 
essary to add new markets. Production 
is potentially if not actually greater than 
in 1913. he continued, and greater cle-" 
mand must be created absorbing the larg- 
er output. 


The plan suggested is to arrange with 


colonies and protectorates for preferen- 
tial trading understandings and to supply 
colonies and protectorates with capital to 
develop recourses. It was explained that 
dealing with the United States is difficult 
because of the impossibility of securing 
financial adjustments. 


The significance is that Great Britain 


is to make vigorous efforts to gain su- 
premacy in international trade. The gov- 
ernment has hit on the most modern idea 
of big business, which is that business is 
so much bigger than ever that trade terri- 
tory must be bigger and markets more 
numerous. 


This theory, which seems to correspond 


with conditions affecting production, is 
worth keeping in mind. The airplane and 
the radio, as means of transportation and 
communication, tend to strengthen the 
opinion that all nations of the world are 
to be on the most favorable commercial 
terms.

Told 


KAW, PASTEURIZED OR STERILIZED 


Certified milk is the pui-est, safest, cleanest and by 


all odds the best milk for infant feeding when it >s 
available and the family can afford its hislier cost. 
Certified milk is raw fresh iiiilk produced and han- 
dled under the strictest cleanliness and rigid Pro' 
cautions to insure not only that the cows .are healthy 
and free from disease, but also the milkers and 
handlers are free from disease. 
Certified milk i« 


the only grade of raw milk which may be considered 
safe for infants in large cities. In smaller towns 
where the milk is delivered1 to the home within a 
few hours after milking", the raw milk may be safe j 
for infant feeding- if the cow or cows have been 
tuberculin tested. I am unable to assign any speci- 
fic reasons, but I have a strong- conviction that raw 
milk is always preferable for infants and children 
when their diet consists chiefly of milk. 


Pasteurization means warming or heating: the milk j 


up to 140 degrees F., holding at that temperature 
20 minutes, and immediately cooling again. This 
if properely carried out, destroys practically any 
disease germ in the milk. But it also impairs the 
vitamme content, renders the milk less valuable 
for the prevention of scurvy, destroys most ot" the | 
natural lactic bacilli and thus prevents natural sour-1 
ing of the milk. Because the milk does not sour i 
a mother is apt to imagine it has undergone no de- 
composition, whereas the possible dangers 
from 


putrefaction or decomposition are even greater when 
the lactic bacilli are destroyed. -Yet pasteurization 
is the lesser of evils when it is necessary to choose 
between a raw and probably unsafe market milk 
and a half cooked but safer product. 
Pasteuriza- 


tion is a compromise. It is cheaper and easier to cle. 
stroy the germs in the milk by heating than it is 
to keep them out of the milk by such methods as 
are used in producing and marketing certified milk. 
Even pasteurization will not make dirty milk entire- 
ly safe for a baby. 
itilk may be sterilized, practically, by hotting for 


five minutes, llany disease producing germs may 
multiply in milk without giving any evidence of 
their presence. Boilinc: destroys the germs, but not 
necessarily their poisonous products. Boiling does 
not make milk more difficult for a baby to digest; 
in fact it seems to make the milk easier to digest, 
for it makes the casein precipitate ill finer curds 
in the stomach. 
It is well to boil the milk even 


though it be certified or pasteurized milk, however, 
the baby has diarrhea in the summer months. If j 
the milk is boiled as a regular practice over many 
weeks or months, it is essential to feed certain 
things to make up for the vitatnines which boiling 
destroys or reduces. 
For this purpose cod liver 


oil is ideal, with orange juice a close rival. A baby 
fed with boiled milk shows a tendency toward con- 
stipation, because boiling makes the milk more com- 
pletely digestible and hence there is less; residue left 
to stimulate bowel movement. This requires some 
cereal gruel or other addition of a carbohydrate 
class. 


Raw milk is best if pure. A s second choice^ boil- 


ing the milk at home is probably preferable to pas- 


•urization. If vitamin containing items are added 


to the infant's diet, there is no objection in feeding 
boiled milk indefinitely; it is probably a little safer 
than r>asteurized milk.
